The sailorman or the gunner aboard the modern 
man-o’-war when in action with an enemy are not half 
so much afraid of being hit by a missile from another 
ship as they are of the noise of their own guns. And 
this applies to the officers, too. 

They can, in a measure, get away from the thought 
of being hit, because they are too busy at their stations 
to consider that chance. But there is no getting away 
from the noise of their own guns. 

They can’t forget that, or ward it off. In fact, they 
are 80 absorbed in waiting for the barbarous detona- 
tions of their own guns, and trying to neutralize the 
effect of the concussion, that they bardly think of the 
projectiles from the guns of the other fellow. 

The only American man-o’-war’s man killed in the 
engagement off Santiago was a yeoman. He had a 
deck station. 

A broadside of his ship’s six-inch guns was just 
about to be let loose at one of the Spanish ships. The 
yeoman, standing at his station, was waiting for the 
command to fire, and had just raised himself to his 
tiptoes and opened his mouth so that the blast would 
jar him less when it came. 

He was on his tiptoes when a shell from a Spanish 
ship came along and took his head clean from his 
shoulders. That was the last thing the man had been 
thinking of. 

The sight that he presented after being struck cre- 
ated neither fear nor consternation among his ship- 
mates. They, too, were all on their tiptoes, awaiting 
the word for that six-inch broadside. Not a man came 
down to his heels after the yeoman wasstruck. The 
broadside was cut loose, and then they rushed for the 
yeoman and made proper disposition of his body. 

That it is the noise of their own guns that they abhor, 
and that only, is shown by the fact that men-or-war’s 
men, fore and aft, of the American navy do not dread 
a battle any more than they dread target practice with 





the big guns. They are proud of their proficiency with 
the gigantic shooting irons, and 
keen is the ship and fleet com- 
petition at the business of shoot- 
ing at the anchored mark. 

But the keenest among them 
hates and abominates the noise. 
The men simply can’t help mak- 
ing wry faces over the announce- 
ment of ship or fleet target prac- 
tice with the main batteries. 

“That racket again, eh?” is 
their comment upon the an- 
nouncement, and from the mo- 
ment of the passing of the word 
they begin to brace themselves 
against the day or days of 
misery. 

This dread of the roaring of 
the great guns is no indication 
of timidity on the part of the 
men who feel it the strongest. 
It is purely a physical dread, a 
shrinkage of the body, and not 
of the mind. 

It is felt outside the navy. 
Few fellows are more familiar 
with the crack of the pistol in 
actual conflict at close quarters 
than the man called Bat Master- 
son, of Colorado. Masterson at- 
tended a theatre in New York 
not long ago, and during one of 
the scenes there was a pistol 
shot, as part of the performance, 
behind the scenes. Masterson, 
the man with the many-notched 
gun, almost Jumped out of his 
seat at the report. A companion 
asked him about it. 

“IT don’t know why I do that.” 
replied Masterson, “but the 
crack of a gun always makes 
me jump. It just startles me, 
that’s all. I don’t like the 
sound, either. I never attenda 
show in which a pistol shot is 
part of the game if I knowabout 
itinadvance. It unnerves and 
worries me.” 

The noise of the big guns of a 
ship of waris a thing that few 
men in the service ever become 
really used to. There are officers and men in the 
American navy who have been up and down the world 
on men-o’-war for a generation, and yet abhor the | 
yawp of the great guns as much to-day as they hated it 
on the first day they had to stand for it. 

Bronzed old fiat-feet who know Tangier and Tahiti 
as well as they know New York, and who are as easy

in their minds when combing shellac alcohol out of 
their mustaches with marlinspikes as when quaffing 
ale at a yen a bottle in Nagasaki, grow grouchy and 
fine-ladyish under the strain of great gun practice, and 
incontinently damn the big barkers from “all hands’’ 
to “pipe down”’ of a target day. 

Many blue-jackets, in fact, purposely break their lib- 
erty when they get the chance, in order to avoid being 
on board their ships during great gun practice. A man 
who did this was once hauled up to the stick upon his 
return to the ship, after the big gun shooting was all 
over. The man he faced at the mast happened to be 
Captain Bob Evans, his skipper. 

“Well, what have you got to say for breaking your 
liberty ?’’ the skipper asked the man. “You knew we 
were going to sea for big gun work.” 

“That’s why I stayed on the beach, sir,’’ frankly ad- 
mitted the man. “Them guns makes me tired.”’ 

“Five days in irons for him,” said the skipper, turn- 
ing to the First Luff. Then, sotto voce to the latter, 
“But I’ll be damned if I blame the man. They make 
me tired, too.”’ 

And Rear Admiral Robley Evans hates the spouting 
of the big guns as much to-day as he ever did, and 
makes no bones whatever about admitting it. 

Half civilized men, fellows not highly organized, 
endure the noise of the enormous guns much less 
gamely than men of a superior order. The Chinamen, 
for example, go all to pieces under the continuous up- 
roar. 

Americayps who helped to fight the Chinamen’s naval 
battle at the Yalu say that the detonations of their own 
guns drove slews of the Chinese sailors stark mad, and 
made most of them, officers as well as men, hysterical 
and of no account for fighting purposes. They simply 
couldn’t stand the sound and the concussion. 

They grovelled at the feet of the white gunners and 
begged them to cease firing. Some of them jumped 
overboard and perished by drowning to get away from 





after each stupendous report. These head sbakings 
express a good many things, but nothing more strongly 
than that the head shakers wish to gee-whiz that they 
were somewhere else. 

There is simply no way of explaining just how it 
feels to be within close earshot of the barking of the 
big guns. To know of the singular misery of it each 
man must experience it for himeelf. 

The mere concussion, let alone the strain of waiting 
for each report, telis severely upon many of the strong- 
est men. It catches most fellows about the spine, and 
jars them all over and 
causes them to stay jarred 
for days afterward. Such 
attacks usually pass away 
with a series of atrocious 
headaches. 

It is the nervous system 
that is attacked, and the 
hardiest and most rugged 
sailormen cave in under 
these attacks of concus- 
sion. It is to be remem- 
bered, too, that the human 
being is about the only 
animal capable of surviv- 
ing the concussion follow- 
ing the firing of great 
guns, 

Ships’ petse—dogs, cats, 
goats, birds, panthers, even 
snakes—are always re 
moved, when possible, 
from the ships of war be- 
fore big gun practice. The 
noise and the concussion 
would kill them, 

On one of the Chinese 
battleships during the Yalu 
engagement more than 
forty Chinese canaries, 
pets of the men, were dead 
in the bottom of their 
cages from the concussion 
before the fight was well under way, and the dogs and 
cats and other animals on board the ships keeled over, 
shocked to death by the concussion. 

A few years ago, asan experiment, a number of sheep 
were placed in the turret of one of our battleships 
while one of the big turret guns was fired. After the 
first sbot, the animals were found heaped up in a neat 
little pile, the deadest mutton imaginable. Yet sailor- 
men had stood the shock in that same turret without 
any permanent injury. 

The concussion following the firing of a big gun ona 
man-o’-war hits a man on deck like a sharp slap of 
wind, and when the full service charges are used, as in 
a battle, the concussion will rip and tear a man’s uni- 
form into rags. It seems marvellous that the man’s 
body is not ripped and torn in the same way, and the

the uproar. Yet a Chinaman hasn’t half so much fear 


| of death as the average white man. 


White men, enduring the thing for the first time, 
have to keep a mighty strong clutch upon themselves 
to avoid doing something foolish. Men new to the 
titanic uproar have a peculiar and almost unrestrain- 
able desire to scream with all their might while the big 
guns are a-going. 

The old-timers who have conquered this impulse 


look dumbly and helplessly at one another during 
great gun practice, and say little or nothing. But they 
shake their heads in a queer sort of deprecating way 
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fact that it is not goes far toward proving that man is 
about the toughest and most leathery live thing in 
creation. 

But the fellows on deck are better off than the un- 
fortunate chaps down below—the men at their fire 
stations on the lower decks, but most particularly the 
members of the black gang, or engineer’s force, The 
black gang fellows are, most of all, the ones out of luck 
during big gun practice. 


The detonations come down the hatches with a force 
of concussion enormously amplified by the narrowness 
of the passage, and the machinists and firemen and 


ollers and water tenders and coal heavers are hit as by 
invisible pile drivers. The advantage of the fellows on 
deck consists In the fact that they can see when each 
shot is going to be fired, and brace themselves for it 
and “lay against it," as they say. 

They have a chance to get to their tiptoes and separ- 
ate their lower from their upper teeth. But there 
nothing doing of that kind with the black gang. 
have simply got to take it as it comes. 

It is the horrible uncertainty as to the exact instant

The ex- 
plosion always nails him when he isn’t prepared for it. 
The language heard in the bowels of a man-o’-war dur- 
ing the ring of the big guns is simply saddening to 
listen to. 


KILLED ON THE U. S. S. MISSOURI. 


Twenty-seven men and five officers were blown to 
death on the battleship Missouri, off Pensacola, Fia., 
on April 13, by the explosion of five charges of smoke- 
leas powder. 


The Missouri, in command of Captain William &. 





Cowles, was at record target practice, with the Texas 
and the Brooklyn, and was firing her after twelve-inch 
guns. One string bad been fired, 
and three shots of the second 
string, when the explosion oc- 
curred. The left gun was being 
loaded, and one section, or 200 
pounds of powder, had been 
rammed home, and the second 
section of 200 pounds had cleared 
the hoisting car, when gases 
from the previous shot ignited 
the powder. This charge ex- 
ploded, and a portion of it 
dropped into the preparing 
room below, where four charges 
were ready to be hoisted. These 
exploded and caused the worst 
of the catastrophe. 

Only by a miracle the ship, 
with her 600 men, did not go to 
the bottom. The second ex- 
plosion of four charges of pow- 
der occurred within a few feet of 
@ magazine containing thous- 
ands of pounds of high explo- 
sives. 

So great was the heat that the 
brass fittings of the magazines 
were melted and all the frame 
work was warped into a mass of 
wreckage. The ropes and tackle 
used in hoisting the charges 
were destroyed, the immense 
turret was blackened by the 
smoke and flames, and all the 
small woodwork was burned 
away. The breech of the gun 
was damaged, but with this ex- 
ception the plece was not ser- 
lously injured.

a Pipe Under Sixty-two 


Feet of Water. 


HEROIC BUT VAIN EFFORTS AT RESCUE

Air Was Pumped to Him Long After He Was Dead Because No One Would Take 
the Responsibility to Give the Order to Stop.

Bill Hoar, a diver, met his death under most sen- 
sational circumstances at Boonton, N. J. He went 
down on April 11 in sixty-two feet of water in the 
Boonton dam to place an obstruction at the mouth of 
one of the four foot sluice pipes, and when he was al- 
most finished his leg was caught in the suction and he 
was held there as if he was in a vise. 

There had been trouble with the valve of the sluice at 
some distance inland from the mouth of the pipe, and 
it was necessary to shut off the water at the entrance of 
the pipe. 

To close the opening effectively this plan was de- 
vised: A great ball, made of wood, fifty-two inches in 
diameter, or four inches larger than the inlet opening 
in the apron, was weighted with lead and lowered 
toward the opening. It was hoped that the suction 
would catch the ball, draw it into the hole and cut off 
the flow of water through the pipe. At the first attempt 
the ball broke away from the rope by which it was 
lowered. Chief Engineer George G. Harness, who had 
devised the plan, sent to J.8. Bundick, master diver, of 
75 South street, New York, for a diver. Bundick sent 
out Bill Hoar, who found the ball on the bottom of the 
dam and connected it again with the lowering cable. 

Hoar, when he came up from the Job, described the 
suction of the water into the mouth of the four foot 
pipe as terrific. He was all the time afraid, he said, 
that it would catch him, no matter how far away from 
the opening of the pipe he kept. 


The ball was lowered again and this time rolled into 


the inlet opening, and was caught by the suction. But 
the water did not stop flowing from the outlet of the 
pipe on the other side of the dam. It came outina 
diminished volume, but still in a torrent which made it 
out of the question to attempt to reach the broken 
valve which was making all the trouble. Bill Hoar 
was sent for again, to find out what was wrong. 

He reached Boonton early on the morning of April 11 
and went down. When he came up he reported that a 
five-inch hawser, which had been tied into one end of 
the ball to make it easier to handle, bad got in between 
the downstream side of the ball and the bottom of the 
pipe and kept the opening from being closed altogether. 
The ball was rolling from one side of the pipe to the 
other and the water rushing past its sides and bottom 
into the pipe made the diver’s situation “scary a’- 
plenty,” he said. 

There was a consultation of engineers, and it was de- 
cided to try to fill the crevices between the sides and 
bottom of the ball and the edges of the pipe with sand 
bags; for Hoar had reported that any diver who at- 
tempted to reach the jammed rope would be drawn in 
and crushed to death by the suction. 

Bill Hoar went down with eight sand bags at 9 
o’clock. He came to the surface at 10 o’clock and said 
that he had stopped all leakage on one side of the ball 
and that there was no suction on that side to speak of. 
With more sand bags he went down again, and when 
be came up at noon he said that there was now no

He went down from a slip- 
shod raft which floated on the top of the reservoir, 
forty feet or more from the top of the dam. 

On the raft overhead there were two men at the 
pumps, Jim Connors and Bill Keech, a negro. Charley 
Dobson, who had worked with Hoar for years and 
with whom the diver had a code of signals which 
allowed them to understand one another by jerks of 
the rope almost as clearly as though they were face to 
face on dry land, speaking, held the lifeline. 

Bill Hoar had not been down more than fifteen 
minutes on his last trip before he signalled over the 
lifeline with three jerks of the rope. 

“Haul away,” was Dobson’s interpretation of the 
signal. He knew something must have gone wrong, 








could tell what I was sayin’. But I could see he knew 
who I was and he put out his hand and shook bands 
with me. I knew then he was glad to see me, under- 
stand. He put my hand down to his left leg and it 
wus sucked down into the middle of a lot of sand bags. 
He made motions to show he had kicked it in, kickin’ 
a sand bag into place and tryin’ to keep back out of the 
suck, But the suck had caught bim and was holding 
him. I got him around the stomach and pulled and 
he braced his leg against that damn ball with which 
they tried to close the hole up, and we both shoved for 
all we knew how. But it wasn’t no go. 

“Then I took my knife, and slashed into the sand 
bags. Thinkin’, understand, that letting the sand out 
of them would loose his foot. But it wasn’t the bags, it 


| was the suck; and the more they was loosed the more 


his foot wentin. So I quit that and came up.” 

Olsen went down several times that night, and all 
sorts of schemes were worked to release Hoar, but all 
proved unavailing. Every time he went down he and 
Bill shook hands. About 9 o’clock the next morning, 
900 feet of inch and a half rope were laid out from the 
nearest shore to the float and a team of four horses was 
attached to it. Olsen took down the end of the rope 
and tied it to a bight about Bill Hoar, who was able to 
move and to shake his hand. The horses were started. 

The rope broke. Then and there, in the hearts of the 
engineers ended all real hope of ever getting Bill Hoar 
out alive. Olsen came up, half delirious and quite un- 
able to do anything more. He was carried off to a near 
by house and put to bed. 


Then another train came in from New York bring- , 


ing John Myers, who had been Hoar’s friend for 
fifteen years.

Hoar had not signalled the surface much while the 
other divers were working.

He came up thoroughly 
discouraged and with a feeling almost of certainty that 
Hoar was doomed, if not dead already. 

And that was the last that could be done, for there 
was nothing more to do to get Hoar out alive. The 
pumping was kept up steadily, even though all hope 
bad been abandoned. 

Day and night six men relieved each other atthe 
pumps and never ceased for a moment. 

**We know he is dead,”’ said Division Engineer Hen- 
nessy, When he was asked why the pumping was kept 
up. “Atleast, we Know it as certainly as we know 
anything inthis world. But if you were in my place, 
would you order that pumping stopped? I knowl 
can’t give the order.”’
